Washington, March 3 (/P)— Ad­ 
ministration forces, working des­ 
perately to obtain a vote on the 
lease-lend bill by this week-end, > 
failed today in an initial effort to* 
limit debate on the measure. 
Senator Clark (D-Mo) blocked 
a proposal by Chairman George 
(D-C.a) of the senate foreign re­ 
lations committee that the senate 
agree unanimously to limit future 
speeches on the bill itself to one 
hour each, and speeches on amend­ 
ments to a half hour. 
Clark anti Senator Wheeler (D- 
Mont) said they had not filibus-l 
tered against the bill, but added 
that it was a measure 
of 
such 
great importance there should be 
no limitation on debate. 
Uprising lYedlctotl 
“I don’t wonder that some of 
the proponents of this bill would 
like to see it jammed through at 
the 
earliest 
possible 
moment,” 
Wheeler declared, “because they 
know as T do that when the people 
understand it thoro will he a t re­ 
no ndous uprising over the country 
against it. 
I expect to tight this 
legislation in any way, shape or 
form I can.” 
Wheeler said many persons had 
written him urging that filibuster 
he conducted. 
Ile said he believed 
they were "justified” in making 
such a request because, “ no mat­ 
ter Ii ow you sugar-coat this meas­ 
ure it is a dangerous thing to put 
on the statute hooks.” 
Earlier Senator Class 
(D-Va) 
had suggested the senate impose 
cloture—a procedure under which 
n<» senator tan speak more than 
once or more 
hail one hour, 
two-thirds majority i 
to impose cloture. 
Night Sesvion* H in ted 
Wheeler declared he had read 
suggestions for cloture and added 
that they came 
‘‘from 
senators 
who have "pent very little time on 
the floor.” 
“If they would stay here and 
listen to the debate,” he added, 
“there wouldn’t be so much shout­ 
ing about cloture.” 
Clark 
remarked 
that 
Senator 
Smathers (D-NJ), who spoke in 
support of the hill today, had been 
on 
the 
floor 
infrequently. 
He 
quoted Smathers as saying that 
onyone could express his views on 
tim legislation in 20 minutes and 
then added: 
“After hearing the senator, I 
am satisfied that we could have 
expressed all the views he has 
without addressing the senate at 
all.” 
Some administration leaders said 
long night sessions probably would 
he ordered in an effort to wear 
down opposition speakers.

Bulgarian Assets 
In LI. S. Frozen Bg 
Roosevelt's Order 


Washington, 
Marc h 
3 
(/P) — 
President Roosevelt signed an or­ 
der tonight freezing all Bulgarian 
assets iii America. 
In spite of strong intimations 
from the treasury that the presi­ 
dent might extend freezing orders 
to other axis nations or even to 
the entire world, the president’s 
order pertained only to the little 
kingdom 
occupied 
by 
Germany 
during the week-end. 
The treasury has been in favor 
of a general freezing 
order 
for 
some time, hut has been opposed 
by the state department on certain 
points. 
lr was learned authoritatively 
that at the time 
the 
president 
signed tile order for Bulgaria, al­ 
ternative blank orders were on his 
desk which would have frozen the 
funds of all nations, hut apparent­ 
ly he decided at I* ast to defer ac­ 
tion on the others. 
The order on Bulgarian funds 
was si rn ilia r to those issued when 
other European countries were Oc­ 
illa ny and Russia.

to join other unions. The charges 
were denied by a spokesman for 
the company. 
In ruling that a 30-day “ cool­ 
ing off” period must elapse before 
a cessation of work in the Ford 
plants the state mediation hoard 
held that the Ford strike threat 
came under th** “public interest” 
clause of the state labor law. The 
Ford company has approximately 
$154,000,000 worth

defense orders.

Argentine Patriots Used 
"Fifth Column" Tactics 


I FADERS of Argentina's revolt 
against Spain.had never heard 
of “Fifth Colum nists” when they 
started the revolution in 1810, but 
they had a working knowledge of 
the technique. 
Manuel Belgrano, 
military and political leader, pic­ 
tured on the stamp above, was 
one of the group that successfully 
directed the coup 
Patriots demanded and secured 
a provisional governm ent for the 
provinces of the River Plate, held 
places on the council which re­ 
placed the Spanish governor. O ut­ 
wardly loyal to the king, they 
system atically discredited Spanish 
odicials, finally ordered all high 
functionaries deported. 
Belgrano became com m ander- 
in-chief of Argentina's armies. A l­ 
though 
independence 
was 
not 
formally declared until 1816, the 
Argentine republic dates from his 
victories over Peruvian loyalists 
in 1811 and Bolivian partisans in 
1813.
